GLOUCESTER,  Mass.,  Oct. 
13  </P)._ The  old  queen  of  the 
North  Atlantic,  Captain  Angus 
Walters'  big  salt  banker  Blue- 
nose,  today  defeated  Captain 
Ben  Pine's  challenger  for 
the  International  Fishermen's 
Trophy,  the  schooner  Gertrude 
L.  Thebaud,  leading  the  title 
aspirant  around  a  purported 
forty-mile  course  by  twelve 
minutes. 

Thebaud  sailed  away  with  honors 
Sunday  In  their  opening  engagement 
of  the  three-of-flve  series,  leaving 
each  contender  with  oue  Victory. 

Bluenoae's  elapsed  time  of  4  hours 
39  minutes  and  10  seconds  was 
within  about  five  minutes  of  the 
record  for  the  course,  but.  because 
o(  the  lightness  of  the  prevailing 
southwesterly  breeze,  never  exceed- 
ing sixteen  miles  an  hour,  many 
expressed  doubt  the 
ally  tailed  forty  miles. 

INCONSPICUOUS  MARKS 

The  doubts  received  some  support 
from  the  rival  skippers,  who  had 
difficulty  finding  inconspicuous  trawl 
buoys  used  to  mark  the  course  and 
who  expressed  belief  they  were  Im- 
properly placed.  Use  of  such  marks 
In  water  already  liberally  dotted 
with  trawl  buoys  for  more  prosaic 
duty  was  perhaps  unfortunate. 

A  part  of  the  Bluenose's  margin 
was  established  on  the  second  leg  of 
the  course,  a  ten-mile  beat.  The- 
baud went  far  to  windward  of  the 
true  turning  mark,  her  crew  misled 
by  a  fisherman's  trawl  buoy,  beside 
which  the  committee  boat  had  taken  I 
up  a  station. 

Today's  course  was  charted  aa  a 
thirty-mile  equilateral  triangle  with 
a  five-mile  "tail,"  the  tail  to  be 
sailed  twice.

ARE  PREPARED 
TO  CO  OPERATE 

British  Industries  Creating 
Committee  to  Help  to 
Bolster  Rearmament 

LONDON,  Oct.  13  <CP-Havas).- 
The  executive  council  of  the  Fed- 
eration of  British  Industries  tonlgiH 
announced  it  would  create  a  com- 
mittee for  permanent  consultation 
with  the  Oovernment.  The  com- 
mittee would  be  charged  with  bol- 
stering rearmament  and  placing  in- 
dustry on  a  war  looting  swiftly  in 
case  of  necessity. 

Sir  John  Simon.  Cnancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,    speaking    at  Sheffield 
tonight,  declared  the  organization 
of  manpower  "is  a  very  complicated 
task.    We  must  not  wait  for  this 
organlzaUon   until  a  crisis  ecurs. 
In  whatever  may  be  the  most  ap- 
propriate form,  we  must  do  It  now." 
NOT  CONSCRIPTION 
Many    newspapers    and  public 
speakers  have  called  for  some  form 
of  national  mobilization,  with  in- 
formed   circles    stressing  national 
service  la  not  national  conscription, 
and  there  was  no  need  for  extreme 
measures  to  strengthen  me  p»>ace- 
Ume  personnel  of  the  Royal  navy 
or  the  army. 

The  form  of  national  rrvue  be- 
ing sought  by  many  quarters  was 
understood  to  be  to  strengthen  the 
passive,  drfence  force i,  the  distri- 
bution and  production  of  essential 
food  supplies  and  to  bolster  heavy 
industry  production. 

Informed  circles  expressed  belief 
citlsens  of  both*1  sexes  eventually 
would  be  registered,  and  the  com- 
petence and  capabilities  of  each 
person  noted  for  collaboration  in 
national  defence.

Bulgaria,  Oct.  13  (/P).— Troops  and  police  clamped 
a  strict  blockade    on  the  Bulgarian  capital  tonight  while 
wholesale  raids  netted  thousands  of  persons  suspected  of 
plotting  to  overthrow  the  Government  of  King  Boris  III.

Bedding  and  food  supplies  were 
prepared  for  the  eight  women  and 
twenty-five    children     rushed  to 
Stratton.

The  three  were  charged  with

him  of  $1.80.

Other  expen- 
ditures would  approximate  the  es- 
timates, he  predicted,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  certain  items  under  the 
heading  of  supplies,  in  respect  of 
which  the  estimate  would  probably 
be  exceeded. 

The  board  must  "go  carefully" 
with  expenditures  on  buildings  and 
grounds,  Trustee  Marchant  warned 
A  watch  would  have  to  be  kept.  also, 
on  the  amounts  of  monthly  and 
weekly  payrolls. 

"The  picture  is  better  so  far  as 
revenues  are  concerned,"  he  stated 
The  estimate  of  revenue  from  lees 
for  the  Victoria  College  was  $16,500. 
and  already  $15,360  had  been  re- 
ceived Night  schools'  fees  were  es- 
timated to  produce  $4,800  for  the 
year,  and  by  September  30  Income 
from  this  source  amounted  to  $4,084

GOLDEN  MO.MKM 

•  In  the  week  of  crisis,  what  I  felt 
was  the  golden  moment  was  when 
those  German  voices  that  had  been 
dumb  for  years  suddenly  were  heard 
cheering  Mr.  Chamberlain.  It  was 
the  turning  point  In  the  crisis— a 
clear  revelaUon  that  those  German 
people  were  hoping  against  hope 
that  there  would  be  no  war,"  the 
Dean  said. 

"It  came  about  because  our  repre- 
sentative. Mr.  Chamberlain,  was  not 
there  to  test  Oreat  Britain's 
strength  by  force.  He  was  there 
constructively." 

Referring  to  the  Duff  Cooper  in- 
cident. Dean  Elliott  declared  that 
Cooper  was  deluded  in  his  belief  that 
the  British  Navy  was  the  last  word 
ip  warfare.  His  resignation  the 
speaker  described  as  a  "terrible 
revelation  of  the  state,  of  the  man  s 
mind,  showing  that  he  regarded  the 
navy  as  his  own  box  of  tricks." 

"If  civilization  is  to  survive  this 
crisb  and  those  that  will  fol- 
low. "  the  speaker  continued,  "we 
must  choose  whether  we  will  put  our 
final  trust  in  the  strong  right  arm 
that  will  break  through,  or  In  the 
belief  tf.-„  God  sent  us  into  the 
world  to  build,  and  construct,  and 
leave  something  goofl  in  the  world 
that  wasn't  there  before " 

HORRORS  OF  WARFARE 

Describing  the  horrors  of  modern 
warfare,  the  dean  spoke  of  the 
ghastly  thought  conjured  up  by  the 
picture  of  children  and  Infants  in 
the  cities  of  England  bring  trained 
In  the  uso  of  gas  masks,  and  the 
realization  that  in  the  event  of  war 
and  the  bombing  of  civilians,  "our 
own.  boys'.'  would  be  under  instruc- 
tions to  follow  a  similar  line,  abroad 
for  there  was  no  defence  to  air  at- 
tack except  by  counterattack. 

"The  alternative  Is  that  the  Euro- 
pean races  sfcouM  recover  their 
sanity."  Dean  Elliott  went  on.  •  In- 
stead of  leaving  the  world  In  ruin1-, 
they  should  rebuild  and  reconstruct 
in  a  way  that  nobody  understands 
better  than  Canada. 

"The  battles  of  the  old  days,  and 
even  of  the  Great  War,  were  of  a 
different  order.  To  fight  for  ones 
country  then  was  different  from 
Shat.  it  will  ever  be  again.  Within 
the  last  twenty  years  the  whole  scope 
and  nature  of  war  has  changed." 

Dean  Elliott  touched  briefly  but 
forcefully  upon  the  brutal  passions 
aroused  by  the  bombing  of  women 
and  children,  and  declared  his  be-  I 
Uef  that  God  had  raised  up  such  a  ' 
man  as  Chamberlain  to  save  Europe  j 
from  the  awful  tragedy  of  another 
war.

union  man.  These  considerations  point  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  scope  of  the  operation  of  the 
principle  of  collective  bargaining  is  limited  by  an 
equally  important  principle,  namely,  the  right  of 
minorities. 

In  those  cases  where  the  principle  has  been 
accepted  and  put  Into  operation  there  are  many 
pitfalls  on  the  road  to  industrial  peace.  In  a 
recent  deliverance  upon  this  subject  the  Professor 
of  Business  Administration  in  Harvard  Univer- 
sity says  that  since  collective  bargaining  is  a 
form  of  price-fixing,  a  way  of  fixing  the  price  of 
labor,  the  Job  must  be  approached,  not  simply 
as  a  problem  of  ethics  or  social  Justice,  but  also 
as  a  business  problem,  a  problem  of  selling  labor. 
The  price  of  labor  must  be  kept  adjusted  to  other 
prices.  He  gives  a  striking  illustration  of  the 
difficulty  of  operating  the  principle  of  collective 
bargaining.  In  the  United  States,  early  in  1937, 
employers,  finding  commodity  prices  rising,  made

The  tax  on  gasoline  in  British  Columbial  is  7 
cents  per  gallon.  In  Victoria  the  price  of  the 
product  is  28  cents  per  gallon,  so  that  the  tax  is 
at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  or  the  heaviest  tax 
that  is  levied  for  Provincial  purposes.  In  the 
event  of  an  attempt  being  made  by  Provincial 
regulation  to  lower  the  price  of  gasoline  to  the 
consumer,  the  rate  of  taxation  will  become  In- 
creased In  proportion  to  whatever  reduction  takes 
place.  If,  for  Instance,  Victoria  dealers  are  ordered 
to  sell  gasoline  at  25  cents  per  gallon,  the  rate  of 
taxation  will  rise  from  25  to  28  per  cent.  The 
assumption  is  that  at  lower  prices  more  gasoline 
'will  be  consumed,  and  therefore  more  taxes  col- 
lected. The  idea  of  a  fuel  controller  may  well  be 
in  the  pursuit  of  conclusions  to  extract  money 
from  the  people  for  the  purpose  of  governmental 
expenditures. 

The  Government's  figures  show  that  a  sum  of 
$5,70Q,000  is  now  collected  annually  from  the 
gasoline  tax.  The  claim  Is  made  by  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works  that  this  sum  is  expended  on 
maintenance  costs  of  the  present  system  of 
roads  and  to  provide  sinking  funds,  presumably 
for  capital  expenditure  on  roads.  This  contention 
is  not  accepted  as  gospel  fact,  for  the  Vancouver 
Automobile  Club  is  about  to  ask  the  Government 

for  a  reduction  In  the  7-cent  gasoline  tax,  or.  as  tne  conceM'ions.  otherwise,  he  is  likely  to  find

If  collective  bargaining  Is  to  achieve  the  re- 
sults expected  of  It,  much  will  depend  upon  sym- 
pathetic co-operation  between  employers  and 
union  officials.  If  an  employer's  business  Is  in 
such  a  condition  that  an  Increase  of  wages  is 
Impossible,  it  will  be  easy  enough  for  the  em- 
ployer to  make  the  fact  clear  to  the  union  official, 
much  easier,  indeed,  than  for  the  union  official 
to  convince  the  workmen  to  temper  their  de- 
mands. When  a  union  first  elects  its  officers  it 
is  apt  to  select  persons  who  are  vigorous  and  per- 
suasive speakers.  Later  on,  it  is  likely  to  choose 
those  who  are  less  fluent  in  speech  perhaps,  but 
wise  and  resourceful  in  counsel.  If,  however,  an 
employer  is  "hard-boiled,"  he  may  be  pretty  sure 
that  the  union  will  select  a  stubborn  and  militant 
official  to  deal  with  him.  The  union  officials  are 
always  active.  Employers  soon  learn  that  It  is 
bad  policy  to  make  concessions  to  workers  without 
first  consuming  the  union  officials  and  giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  claim  some  credit  for

an  alternative,  diversion  of  gasoline  tax  revenue 
to  highway  Improvements.  The  point  Is  that  the 
Provincial  Government  secures  $5,700,000  annually 
from  Its  gasoline  tax  and  is  seeking  to  extract 
more  from  the  people.  When  this  Impost  was 
discussed  In  the  Legislature  the  statement  was 
made,  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  that  the 
money  so  derived  would  be  spent  on  the  roads. 
It  was  not  specified  that  any  percentage  of  it 
would  be  earmarked  for  sinking  funds  on  capital 
expenditures,  and  it  is  not  known  now  what  sum 
is  annually  set  aside  out  of  the  gasoline  tax  for 
such  sinking  funds.  At  a  time  when  the  Govern- 
ment is  contemplating  enforcing  reduced  prices 
for  gasoline,  at  the  expense  of  an  industry  which 
spends  so  much  money  in  the  Province,  it  should 
be  prepared  to  give  chapter  and  verse  of  what  it 
does  with  the  money  derived  from  one  of  its  most 
fruitful  sources  of  taxation. 

The  bona  fides  of  the  Provincial  Government  in 
whatever  desire  it  may  have  to  insure  that  con- 
sumers wllj  have  cheaper  gasoline  would  be  un- 
questioned if  at  the  same  time  as  It  attempts  to 
reduce  the  price  charged  by  the  dealers  it  re- 
duced as  well  the  rate  of  taxation.  The  venture 
into  the  realm  of  price-fixing  is  an  expedient 
bound  to  develop  costly  itigatlon,  and  it  is  both 
an  invidious  and  discriminative  venture  when 
one  Industry  is  picked  out  for  the  experiment 
Instead  of  all  being  dealt  with  equally  at  one  and 
the  same  time.  The  Provincial  Government, 
through  its  fuel  controller,  is  engaging  in  what 
can  be  described  as  persecution  of  a  single  in- 
dustry which  is  a  substantial  contributor  to  the 
economic  well  being  of  British  Columbia.  What 
It  Is  doing  Is  being  done  on  the  basis  of  an  lnqury, 
but  the  commission  responsible  did  not  secure 
all  the  facts  relating  to  the  industry,  and  its  \ 
recommendations,  therefore,  were  of  the  half- 
baked  variety. 

The  conclusion  Is  Inescapable  that  the  Provin- 
cial Government,  in  Its  efforts  to  Increase  its 
revenue,  desires  to  promote  greater  gasoline  sales 
through  reduced  prices  for  the  product.  If  It  were 
wholly  concerned  in  coming  to  the  aid  of  the 
consumers  It  would,  as  well  as  endeavoring  to 
reduce  the  price,  give  relief  rn  the  taxation  oi 
gasoline  which  now  constitutes  25  per  cent  o 
the  reason  why  the  cost  is  what  it  is

CREDIT  HOUSES' 


Alberta's'  "credit  house"  system  depends  for 
whatever  success  it  could  hope  to  meet  on  the 
people  of  that  Province  placing  a  considerable 
portion  of  their  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Premier  Aberhart.  This  is  not  the 
first  attempt  in  the  neighboring  Province  to 
secure  control  of  the  people's  money.  There  was 
the  experiment  of  provincial  savings  certificates  ]  salt 
prior  to  the  Aberhart  regime,  and  in  these  the 
people  Invested  their  savings  to  the  tune  of 
nearly  $10,000,000.  Some  of  this  money  was 
payable  on  demand,  and  the  balance  could  only 
be  secured  over  a  short  term  of  years.  Under 
Mr.  Aberhart  default  has  taken  place  In  connec- 
tion with  a  considerable  proportion  of  these 
savings  of  the  people.  With  the  recollection  of 
this  so  fresh  In  so  many  minds  it  is  doubtful  If 
savings  will  again  go  Into  the  custody  of  that 
Provincial  Government.  There  has  been  a  strik- 
ing illustration  that  the  morality  of  a  Govern- 
ment and  that  of  the  banks  are  on  different 
ethical  planes. 


Don't  play  favorites.  Begin  with 
potatoes,  go  on  with  cucumbers  and 
hothouse  tomatoes,  provide  blood- 
tests  for  day -old  chicks,  set  quotas 
for  small  fruits,  arrange  single- 
spouts  for  the  milk  routes,  see  that 
apples,  cherries,  pears  and  such  like 
are  regulated,  too.

The  Weather 


As  a  subject  of  abstract  calculation,  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  soundness  of  the  collective  bargain- 
ing principle  has  long  proved  an  effective  stimu- 
lant to  dialectical  ingenuity.  Those  who  take 
part  in  the  controversy  represent  all  shades  of 
opinion.  Some  hold  that  the  general  acceptance 
of  the  principle  would  be  the  dawn  of  a  new 
economic  era  of  Industrial  peace.  Others  are 
quite  as  strongly  convinced  that  the  true  inter- 
ests of  employees  are  better  protected  when  the 
terms  of  employment  are  established  by  the  em- 
ployer Instead  of  through  negotiations  by  a 
union.  Between  the  two  positions  there  Is  ample 
room  for  views  of  kaledloscopic  variety. 

There  are,  naturally,  two  stages  through  which 

Judgment  can  be  passed  upon  It  Its  advocates 
must  first  induce  workmen  to  organize  for  It,  and. 
second,  when  it  gets  into  operation,  show  that  It 
is  able  to  do  what  Its  promised.  It  is  pretty  gen- 
erally agreed  that  workers  have  the  right  to 
organise  themselves  into  associations  for  mutual 
benefit.  They  have  also  the  abstract  right  to 
adopt  collective  bargaining  as  a  part  of  their 
industrial  creed  and  as  an  Instrument  of  their 
Industrial  policy  If  they  wish  to  do  so.  It  wouid. 
however,  be  too  much  to  expect  that  all  employers 
should  meekly  accept  the  challenge  Involved  in 
such  a  step.  A  test  of  strength  is  likely  to  ensue 
and  some  labor  disputes  on  this  issue— the  "rec- 
ognition" of  the  union  and  of  the  right  of  col- 
lective bargaining— have  been  a  fight  to  a  finish. 

There  are  several  well-known  obstacles  to  the 
organisation  of  workmen  for  collective  bargain- 
ing. Workmen  In  no  inconsiderable  numbers  dis- 
like labor  unions,  and  exhibit  a  good  deal  of 
reluctance  In  Joining  them.  They  are  naturally 
quite  willing  to  see  tbelr  wages  and  working  con- 
ditions Improved,  but  they  have  confidence  in  the 
wisdom  and  good  faith  of  their  employers,  and 
they  are  not  quite  convinced  of  the  prudence  or 
the  moderation  of  the  union  and  Its  adviser*.  A 
man  who  has  lost  his  Job  on  account  of  an  111- 
tlmed  strike  on  a  badly -designed  union  policy

Later,    Finance    Minister  Dunning 
suggested  the  Alberta  Government 
should  start  a  bank  of  their  own 
and  so  get  In  on  this  easy  money 
for  the  benefit  of  a  sorely  harrassed 
people.    With  a  bank  In  action  all 
debts  would  soon  be  liquidated.  Bo 
arguea    the    ordinary    citlsen  of 
Alberta  today  and  the  refusal  of  his 
Government  to  do  this  he  simply 
cannot  understand     If  Mr.  Aitkin 
cares  to  give  some  light  on  this 
point  It  would  be  appreciated.

The  attenClon  of  the  Rotary  Club 
was  directed  yesterday  to 
ation  of  the  claims  of  the 
nlty  Chest  upon  the  members.  Miss 
A.  Creasor.  supervisor  of  the  Vic- 
torian Order  of  Nurses,  outlined 
what  that  organization  was  doing 
in  work  for  the  needy  of  the  com- 
munity, while  Henry  C.  Hall.  K  G. 
police  magistrate,  told  of  his  expe- 
rience in  connection  with  the  work 
carried  on  among  the  boys  and  the 
girls. 

The  address  of  Miss  Creasor  was 
devoted  to  a  recital  of  what  the 
V.O.N,  was  doing  here  in  giving 
nursing  attention  to  those  who  were 
not  in  a  position  to  obtain  this  aid 
for  themselves.  She  recited  some 
instances  of  the  excellent  work  car- 
ried out  by  the  nurses  who  were  de- 
pendent in  part  upon  the  commu- 
nity service  chest  for  the  required 
assistance.  She  appealed  for  gen- 
erous contributions  to  the  chest 
from  the  standpoint  of  humanity, 
that  being  the  only  avenue  that  was 
open  in  many  cases  for  the  required 
assistance  granted. 

WORK  AMONG  JUVENILES 

Magistrate  Hall  dealt  with  two 
aspects  of  the  work  which  fell  under, 
his  administration.  One  was  that] 
of  the  boys'  work  and  the  other,  the 
Children's  Aid  Society,  These  were 
represented  in  their  operations  by 
the  Community  Chest,  and  he  asked 
for  as  generous  donations  to  the 
fund  as  could  be  spared  by  the  pub- 
lic, In  view  of  the  good  work  that 
was  carried  out. 

The  Children  s  Aid  Society  came 
under  the  Dominion  administration 
Magistrate  Hall  told  of  some  of  the 
instances  that  came  before  him 
without  revealing  the  identity  of 
the  children  who  were  concerned. 
He  explained  that  the  children  who 
had  gone  astray  were  not  treated 
as  criminals.  They  were  regarded 
as  having  only  made  mistakes,  and 
the  way  was  left  open  for  them  to 
rectify  their  course  with  the  assis- 
tance that  was  vouchsafed  them  by 
the  adults,  who  were  working  In  the 


society  to  prevent  their  becomlrg 
cnmlnal-mlnded. 

HAD  GOOD  HELPERS 

There  was  a  lot  of  follow-up  work 
in  this  connection,  which  was  most 
Important.  In  some  cases  a  guard- 
ian was  named  to  assist  in  the  task 
hi  hand,  aad  successful  results  had 
followed  the  work.

STREET  CARS 

B.C.  Electric  Railway  Has 
Perpetual  Franchise  to  Op- 
erate in  Municipality 


Although  the  right  of  the  British 
Columbia  Electric  Railway  Co  .  Ltd  . 
to  operate  a  street  railway  system 
in  the  city  of  Victoria  was  set  at 
fifty  years,  there  was  no  limit  of 
time  imposed  on  the  power  of  the 
company  to  operate  between  Vic- 
toria and  Oak  Bay.  the  municipal 
council  was  informed  at  Its  meet- 
ing yesterday  in  a  communication 
from  Its  solicitors.  Lawsrm  6c  Davis 

Consequently  the  company's  power 
to  operate  street  cars  in  Oak  Bay 
will  not  expire  on  December  5  ol 
this  year,  as  in  Victoria,  but  Is,  In 
the  opinion  of  the  solicitors,  a  per- 
petual right.  The  solicitors  also  in- 
formed the  council  there  was  no 
obligation  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
pany to  remove  its  rails,  ties,  or 
overhead  wires  and  poles'  or  to  re- 
store the  street  surfaces  in,  the 
event  of  abandoning  its  railway 
system. 

LIGHT  AND  POWER 

In  answer  to  a  question  on  light 
and  power,  the  council  was  In- 
formed the  company  s  power  to  fur- 
nish electrical  energy  for  light  and 
power  does  not  expire  on  any  date.

This  power  could  be 
granted  only  through  the  Legisla- 
ture
